Tlio Cigar and Cigarette Trade. 


According to tho report of the com- 


missioner of internal revenue, there 
were manufactured in New York in the 
calendar year ending Dec. 01, 1890, 
1,134,898,347 cigars and 
1,533,C20,470 


cigarettes. Pennsylvania manufactured 
100,000,000 more cigars than New York, 
but only about 4,500,000 cigarettes. Th 
increase in the number of cigars mam 
factured in all the states during th 
same period was nearly 200;000,000. 


During tho iiscal year -there was a d 


crease in the number of cigars hnporte 
of 18,679,007. There v.-ere in New Yor 
city thirty-iour persons who qualifie 
and kept boots as tobacco manufac 
turers solely for the purpose of lawfull 
dealing in 1Jhe icfuse scraps, clippings 
cuttings andjvaste made by cigar inonu 
factdrers. They sort, sieve and pac' 
this material and export most of it t 
foreign countries. The rest they sell in. 
bulk, under permits, to other manufac 
turers, who manipulate it nnd pack thei 
product aa smoking tobacco.. Dnrinj 
the year 1891' they pnrchaS^a^TJS^ 
pounds of such lur.terwl and espoitec 
and sold 1,159,131 ponucla.— Washington 
Letter.
